Claim 12 (Amended): A system for maintaining' an application window on a display that 
has been transformed by a transformation matrix into a transformed window transparent 
to an application that originated the application window, the system comprising: 

a desktop window manager on a computer system which transforms a window 
transmitted by the application for display to a transformed window on the display; 

a redirection transform application interface coupled to the manager, wherein the
